"A basic training airplane, which 
aviation cadets use to learn to fly, 
has seventy-nine different, gadgets 
en its instrum ent board. Every one 
of them Is im portant to the opera­ 
tion of the plane and every one 
involves some intricate problem of 
flying. 


"T ake a th in g called a ‘radio 
com pass oscillator 
dial.' 
W hy,

w orks, why it works. He can 
probably

off the ground and set 
it back 
down at ain," Sgt, Biehn continued, 
“it would be fairly sim ple to get 
pilot, m aterial and it w ouldn’t take 
long to make pilots, either. But ifs 
not th a t easy. 
“An aviation cadet has to know 
more th an how to steer a plane 
He has to know about the weather, 
for instance. Not just th at some 
days it rains and some days it 
doesn’t 
but why. He has to know 
w hat m akes a plane fly 
aeiodyna- 
mics, radial 
and 
in-line 
engines, 
airfoils, and all th at. He ha.- to 
know radio, inside and out. He’s 
a technician as well as a pilot. 
“T h a ts why the air corps requires 
that aviation cadet applicants have 
completed their high school educa­ 
tion and. in addition, can pass ex­ 
am inations in certain other sub­ 
jects which show’ th a t they have 
a 
fundam ental 
knowledge 
which 
will enable them to grasp the things 
they will have to learn before they 
can fly for the arm y.
